DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hirano et al. (Hirano) in view of Sarraf et al. (Sarraf). Hirano teaches a disk medium in 
para [0005], a recording and reproducing head that floats over the disk medium in para 
[0005], an actuator supporting the head in para [0187], a driving unit that drives the 
actuator in para [0187], a speed detection unit in para [0014], a speed control unit in 
para [0013], a ramp member in para [0013], and a position detection unit in para [0014]. 
Hirano does not teach that a speed control unit comprises a bandwidth switching unit 
that switches a bandwidth of the feedback control to a wide bandwidth based on the 
position determination. Sarraf teaches at col 9, lines 24-28 a bandwidth switching circuit 
and at col 5, lines 34-41 Sarraf explains that the benefit of a large bandwidth provides a 
fast response to an action. Hirano teaches a head speed control unit that can also be 
described as a feedforward compensation unit that adds a control variable, i.e., 
additional speed when a head is going up or down a ramp. At the time of the invention it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the apparatus and 
method of Hirano with the teaching of Sarraf to facilitate the movement of the head by 
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adjusting its speed while moving up or down a ramp using a bandwidth switching unit to 
insure a fast response when needed during a critical phase of head movement. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-15 and 1 7-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
